PUPILS at Wyborne 
Primary have spent a week 
on a whistlestop tour of 
Asia - without even 
leaving their school 
building in New Eltham.

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London Councils alert 
on Freedom passes 


ALL of the 995,000 older 
and disabled Londoners 
who have applied to 
renew their Freedom 
Pass should have their 
new-style pass before 
they come into effect at 
the end of this month 
(March). 

So far more than 855,000 
passes - funded by 
Greenwich Council but 
operated by London 
Councils - have been 
produced and 
despatched, but it’s 
estimated that around 
150,000 people have yet to 


apply. 

The old passes have an 
expiry date of March 31, 
after which they will no 
longer work on the card 
readers and validators as 
touch ‘oyster-like’ cards. 
However, London 
Councils has secured an 
agreement to allow the 
old-style passes to work 
as flash cards for a further 
two months. 

Freedom Pass holders 
waiting for their new pass 
to arrive will therefore 
still be able to travel. The 
old-style passes will be 


accepted on all London 
buses, Tubes, trams and 
trains when shown to the 
ticket inspector or driver. 
London Councils is 
sending out up to 40,000 
passes a day, which means 
that all those who have 
applied should have their 
passes before 
March 31.

It’s 
something so big and the 
first job I’ve been on so 
it’s hard to take it all in. I 
got all of my GCSEs and 
did a construction 
programme as one of my 
options, so that’s what 
got me into electrics. My 
apprenticeship was for 
two years but I finished 
early. I’ve just finished 
my last exam and should 
qualify in two weeks. My 
family is over the moon 
about it.”

He’s the 10,000th person to 
get a job through GLLaB 


DANNY Seear from Eltham 
is more than just a man in 
a thousand - in fact he’s a 
man in 10,000. 

That’s the number of local 
jobless people who have been 
helped into work by a 
pioneering scheme set up by 
Greenwich Council 14 years 
ago. And Danny, aged 33, found 
himself the centre of attention 
last Thursday because he is 
the 10,000th person to have 
been found a job by Greenwich 
Local Labour and Business 
(GLLaB). 

He was presented with 
commemorative gifts by the 
council’s cabinet member for 
Economy and Skills, Cllr 
Denise Hyland, and was joined 
for a special reception by other 
people who have been helped 
by GLLaB at its Woolwich 
headquarters in Powis Street. 

“The scheme has really made 
a difference to me,” said 
Danny. “I can’t praise GLLaB 
enough. Without them I would 
probably still be out of work.” 

Danny, from the Page Estate, 
had worked in various retail 
and security jobs after leaving 
school and had been 
unemployed for three months 
before approaching GLLaB for 
help last autumn . 

“The staff there were very 
knowledgeable and helped me 
organise my CV and 
encouraged me to think about 
how to present myself at 
interviews,” he said. “As a 
result, I felt much more 
confident when I went for 
interviews, and in November I 
was offered work by 


Morrison’s as a cashier in their 
new store in Welling." 

Another guest at the 
reception who benefited from 
GLLaB was Kuldish Chand, 
from Charlton. “Getting 
involved with GLLAB 
completely changed my life,” 
she said. “I spent 18 months 
without a job, then I heard 
about the scheme, applied and 
went for an interview. I was a 
bit nervous, but I had no need 
to be. I finally got a job with an 
events management company 
on 1 February and I’m 
thoroughly enjoying it. I’m 
based at The O 2 , and work on 
events such as music and 
sport.” 

GLLaB was set up in 1996 by 
Greenwich Council and local 
partners to support local 
people into work and 


training, and to enable 
businesses and residents to 
gain maximum benefit from 
regeneration and investment 
taking place in and beyond 
the borough. 

Since then GLLaB has 
helped residents into work 
and training on projects such 
as the Olympic Park and 
Stadium, the Jubilee Line 
extension, the Docklands 
Light Railway extension, 
major housing schemes, new 
retail developments, The O 2 
Arena and major tourism 
venues. 

“One of GLLaB’s key 
strengths is its flexibility,” 
said Cllr Hyland. “Rather 
than trying to fit people into 
set criteria, they find 
opportunities that will best 
suit the needs and experience 


of each individual client. 

“The way in which GLLaB 
helped Danny is a good 
illustration of this - and his 
success in finding work 
underlines the value of this 
approach. Danny is right to be 
proud of his achievements, 
and he is in good company, as 
there are 10,000 other local 
people whose skills, 
confidence and life chances 
have been improved through 
GLLaB’s tremendous 

contribution over the past 14 
years.” 

Also at the reception were 
Bradley Vital, from 
Plumstead, who now works as 
a Neighbourhood Warden 
through the project, and 
Amma Ahwireng, also from 
Plumstead, who is now a 
project assistant. 

The event was a double 
celebration for Amma when 
she realised that Cllr Hyland 
had been her English teacher 
during her first year at her 
secondary school in 
Thamesmead.

UNWANTED clothes and shoes can be 
recycled on the doorstep thanks to a new 
textile recycling scheme starting next 
month. 

Greenwich Council will be offering the 
free textile collection service from April 
1 and will be sending out information 
leaflets to residents this week. 

Bags of textiles will be collected in 
conjunction with the existing bulky 
collections service. 

Materials that residents will be able to 
recycle include clothing, shoes in pairs, 
sheets, towels, blankets and curtains, 
which can be left in a plastic bag.

PLANNING permission for a 
further 710 new homes in 
Kidbrooke has been granted 
by Greenwich Council. 

The new homes will be built 
during the next two stages of 
development under the 
Kidbrooke Vision - a £lbn 
masterplan to regenerate the 
Ferrier Estate and 
surrounding area. Permission 
for Phases 2 and 2A were 
approved by Greenwich 
Council’s Planning Board last 
Wednesday (March 17). 

It follows the ‘topping-out’ of 
the first four of 449 homes to 
be built under Phase One of 
the development. 

The Kidbrooke Vision is 
being led by Greenwich 
Council in partnership with 
Berkeley Homes, the 
government’s Homes and 
Communities Agency and 
Southern Housing Group. 

The masterplan is set to 
provide 4,800 homes for sale 
and for rent, shops and 
business space, a new school, 
new community facilities, 
integrated healthcare 

facilities, sports pitches and 
leisure facilities. It will also 
include a new transport 
interchange and eight 
hectares of new public open 
space.

An eight-storey office 
building close to The 02 on 
the Greenwich Peninsula will 
also go ahead. The 
development is set to generate 
845 jobs in addition to jobs 
that will be created in the 
construction process. 

Cllr Peter Brooks added: “It 
is great to see more businesses 
coming to the borough and 
helping to create jobs. This 
new office building fully 
meets the council’s objectives 
of regenerating this part of 
the borough.”

CHARLTON dad Peter 
Greenham just can’t keep mum 
about a special men’s group in 
the borough. 

The 35-year-old is a member of 
DAG - the Dads Advisory Group - 
which helps to organise events 
and activities that dads can enjoy 
with their children. The group 
started three years ago and 
works closely with Greenwich 
Council to come up with 
initiatives that get dads more 
involved in their children’s lives. 

Peter - dad to three-year-old 
Zara and 10-month-old Beatrice - 
lives in Sherington Road, 
opposite the Sherington 
Children’s Centre. He got 
involved when dads were invited 
to make a story CD as part of a 
project at the children’s centre. 

Peter recorded tales about ‘the 
little wild boy’ - stories his 
grandmother had told him as a 
boy and he was soon asked to 
help launch the Dads Advisory 
Group by fathers’ outreach 
coordinator Marc James. 

“The aim of the group is to 
come up with new initiatives to 
get dads to interact more with 
their children and to get the 
message out to dads that there 



are lots of things they can do 
with their children,” said Peter. 

“We give our opinion and our 
advice about events that should 
go on.” 

As well as the story CD, which 
is available in local libraries, DAG 
is responsible for a dads’ 
information leaflet which now 
goes into the ‘Bounty pack’ given 
to new mothers in Greenwich. 
DAG has also helped to organise 
childcare and parenting courses 
aimed at dads and male carers as 
well as fun activities they share 
with their youngsters. 

The courses might cover 
things like baby resuscitation, 
child first aid, behaviour and 
work/life/home balance. 

“Research shows that 
working dads generally 
spend about 90 minutes a 
day with their children. 

We try to support dads 
so that we can balance 
that and help them get 
the most out of their 


children,” explained Peter, who 
works for a software company. 

He added: “Being a 
parent is one thing 
you never get 
taught, it’s 
something you 
have to learn and 
there’s a lot that 
dads can take

away from the courses and 
activities on offer. 

It’s all about interacting with 
your children and trying to 
understand them more.” 

He continued: “The 
support available is 
fantastic and there are lots 
of things out there but a 
lot of families are not able 
to go on courses run by 
organisations like the 



National Childbirth Trust.” 

Peter is one of ten DAG 
members who meet at Charlton 
House every two months. 

“I joined because I was a new 
dad, I was inexperienced and I 
was looking for anything I could 
do to help my children and wife,” 
said Peter who is married to 
Julie. 

“In the past I found certain 
parental situations challenging 
and wanted the opportunity to 
talk about them and thought the 
chances are that other dads 
would too. For me it’s also about 
putting something back into the 
community and promoting the 
community, family values and 
strong networks.” 

DAG is looking to have 
representatives from postcodes 
across the borough and dads 
from all areas are invited to 
apply. 

“We’re a really diverse group 
with lots of different ideas - 
there are bus drivers, 
accountants, working dads and 
stay-at-home dads but the one 
thing we have in common is 
that we’ve all got kids!”

That’s what families have got 
at the Quaggy Children’s 
Centre.

GREENWICH 
residents are being 
invited to make 
their contribution 
to a London- wide 
initiative to tackle 
problems caused by 
excessive drinking. 

The good news is 
that the capital has 
fewer problems 
with alcohol than 
many English 
regions, according 
to a public health 
group which is 
looking at the 
issue. 

However, the 
group, backed by 
the Department of 
Health, says the 
rate of drink- 
related hospital 
admissions in 
London has almost 
doubled in the past 
six years - from 756 
per 100,000 people 
in 2002/3 to 1,488 
per 100,000 people 
in 2008/09. 

Furthermore, the 
group says an 
estimated 45% of 
violent crime in the 
capital is alcohol 
related; around 40 
per cent of people 
who need Accident 
and Emergency 
treatment have 
been drinking - and 
an estimated two 
million Londoners 
are jeopardising 
their health with 
alcohol.Now more 
Greenwich 
residents are 
needed to join in 


the London Drink 
Debate. 

What do you and 
your friends and 
neighbours think? 
Is ‘having a drink’ 
part of your life? 
What support 
would you like your 
community to get 
to help address any 
problems caused by 
alcohol? 

All the findings 
will be discussed by 
a panel later this 
year, with the hope 
that it will lead to 
the development of 
a London-wide 
approach to 
tackling the issues 
caused by alcohol 
in the region. 

Some of the 
points already 
raised include how 
levels of alcohol 
consumption could 
result in a rise in 
alcoholism and 
alcohol related 
issues and how 
drinking in the 
home impacts on 
children.

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£4.7 million facilities boost thanks to the Olympics 


D uring the 2012 

Olympic and 
Paralympic Games all 
eyes will be on London - 
and, with nearly a third 
of events taking place in the 
borough, Greenwich will be 
firmly on the world stage. 

The Games present a huge 
opportunity to deliver lasting 
benefits for local resident, and 
Greenwich Council is already 
underway with its plans. 

The council’s initial legacy fund 
of £10.2 million has been 
boosted to £17.5 million through 
support from external 
organisations. 

More than £4 million of this 
will be invested in local parks, 
playgrounds and housing 
estates to improve facilities in 
time for the Games. 

This will include installing new 
outdoor gyms or multi-use 
games areas to inspire residents 
to get active and help increase 
the number of people taking 
part in sport and physical 
activity. 

There will also be 
improvements to existing 
facilities. At Bostall Gardens 
the tennis courts will be 
upgraded and at Bostall Heath 
there will be renovations to the 
bowls pavilion, while the 
cricket nets will be replaced. At 
Plumstead Gardens new play 
equipment will be installed and 
a new youth zone will be 
created. At Plumstead Common 
the tennis and bowls club will 
be renovated - and at Charlton 
Park the changing rooms will 
get a makeover. These are just 
part of the wide programme of 
improvements planned. 

It’s hoped the funding will also 
help the council to achieve 
Green Flag Status for 12 of its 
parks. The prestigious Green 
Flag award recognises and 
rewards the best green spaces 
in the country. Four Greenwich 
parks already have the award. 
There are also plans to plant 
2,012 trees in the borough to 
create a permanent and 
growing commemoration of 
Greenwich’s role as a host for 
the 2012 Games.

benefit from major investment 
into new sports facilities at 
secondary schools in the 
borough, including £7 million 
being invested in state-of-the- 
art sports facilities at Thomas 
Tallis and Crown Woods 
secondary schools as part of a 
complete rebuild of these 
schools. 

The community will also 
benefit from the use of these 


new facilities, as with the new 
all-weather floodlit training 
facilities at Well Hall in 
Eltham. 

Some £1 million will go towards 
developing the Cultural 
Olympiad in Greenwich, 
capturing the atmosphere, 
excitement and inspiration of 
the Games. 

The 2012 Games are also 
bringing enormous investment 


into east and south-east 
London. For Greenwich that 
means long-term benefits for 
local people and businesses. 
Through GLLaB, Greenwich 
Local Labour and Business, free 
training has been provided to 
help residents compete for jobs 
on the Olympic Park and other 
major projects. So far, 450 local 
people have gained work, and 
more than 1,200 residents have 
benefited from training. 
Greenwich Council is also 
supporting local firms to bid for 
contracts on the Olympic Park. 
More than 14 Greenwich-based 
companies or organisations 
have supplied the Olympic 
Delivery Authority and seven 
businesses have won Olympic- 
related contracts with a total 
value of over £17 million. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
Olympics, said: “The Games 
will be a hugely significant 
milestone in the history of this 
borough and Greenwich 
Council is working hard to 
ensure the Games make a real 
difference to the people of 
Greenwich and for the benefits 
to last well beyond 2012.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Expert teams offer 
talking therapies 


Greenwich TIME to Talk is a new 
service to support Greenwich adults 
through mild to moderate anxiety 
and depression. 

Ask your GP about being referred for a 
talking therapy. 

Anyone aged over 18 who is referred will 
have access to Cognitive Behaviour 
Therapy (CBT) and counselling from a 
new team of therapists. They are working 
around the borough in doctors’ surgeries 
and other community spaces from 
Greenwich and Charlton to Woolwich, 
Thamesmead and Eltham, along with 
charities like MIND in Ormiston Road, 
Westcombe Park. 

NHS Greenwich chose Oxleas NHS 
Foundation Trust to provide the service. It 
launched in the autumn, thanks to major 
new government funding to Improve 
Access to Psychological Therapies (IAPT), 
which allows 17 new therapists to be 
trained to deliver much-needed therapy. 

Greenwich Time to Talk is designed to 
complement ‘Mindline’, a telephone 
service run by MIND, and SPLASH, a 
ground-breaking website, specifically for 
local residents, which provides information 
on well-being, lifestyle support and 
relaxation. SPLASH is short for ‘social 
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prescribing, learning and self-help’. 

Project Manager Carol- Ann Murray, 
who is based at NHS Greenwich offices 
in Greenwich Park Street, originally 
trained as a mental health nurse, and 
played a key role in the 
commissioning process. 

She told GT: “I have always believed 
in trying to help people early on. We 
can show people techniques to get 
them through particular 
difficulties. 

“We hope that Greenwich Time to 
Talk will help people with common 
problems which we all can 
struggle with. We want it to 
become a self-referral service in due 
course.” 

She added: “This is a really exciting time. 
We have a lot more psychological 
therapists here in the borough than we’ve 
ever had before.”

She’s the Lilly

A singer who has relocated to Woolwich from Wales has found 
success in America and previews her album in the UK on April 1 



The success came as a bit of a 
surprise, as the Welsh-born 
singer had done little in the 
way of promotion. 

“It felt quite weird to be 
alongside those great artists, 
because I’d had no exposure 
at all,” Sara explained.

“I’m in charge of all 
the logistics of organising the 
ceremonies, at the moment we’re 
working on the Video games awards 
which is next week, and preparing for 
next year’s film awards." 

So what’s the best part of the job? 

“I love working with all different people, 
and, I have to taste all the food for the 
actors’ dinners - so that is really 
wonderful!" 

And what advice does Hope have for 
other young people who want to get into 
TV? “I’d recommend that at 16, look for 
some work experience - and be 
prepared for long hours with no pay.

The life and career of Charlton’s most famous player is 
captured in Mike Blake’s warm and affectionate biography 


IT’S not pre- 

k N requisite that a 

biographer 
should approve 
of his subject. 

But it probably makes the job 
easier if he does. 

In his excellent book about 
Sam Bar tram, Mike Blake 
pins his colours firmly to the 
mast. Like every other fan, 
Addick or otherwise, who saw 
Charlton’s greatest goalkeeper 
in action, he succumbed 
willingly to the sheer 
magnetism of the big ex-miner 
from the pit country of County 
Durham. 

Sam was charismatic before 
the term became popular. 
Brave, acrobatic and lovably 
eccentric, he frequently stood 
between Charlton and 
defensive collapse. As long as 
he was between the sticks, 
they were in with a chance. 
Many of the saves he made 
defied description, though the 
one which denied Albert 
Mundy’s “shrewd lob” at 
Fratton Park on September 3, 
1952, lives longest in my 
memory. 

Over the years I’ve 
embellished it with all the 
qualities of witchcraft. It was a 
relief that Mike also recalls its 
“miraculous” quality on page 
87. I’d started to believe I’d 
dreamt it. 

Writing fluently and 
affectionately, the author is 
forgiving about the

scandalous failure of the 
selectors to award this 
marvellous keeper even one 
England cap. I feel no such 
constraint because Sam was 
clearly the equal of Bert 
Wiliams and Gil Merrick, and 
his treatment by the 
dessicated old codgers at the 
F. A. shames them to this day. 
Not quite the giant (a shade 
over 6ft, 13 st.) he seemed to us 
scrawny kids, the handsome, 
flame-haired goalie was, of 


course, only human. 

Jimmy Armfield remembers 
(page 183) an incident at The 
Valley in February, 1956, when 
Blackpool’s Ernie Taylor stuck 
a penalty past him and 
lingered long enough to pass a 
remark of some kind. 

Sam chased the jockey-sized 
Taylor upfield to take him up 
on it. Just as well he couldn’t 
catch him. 

Nearly 30 years after his 
untimely death, Sam 


Bartram’s star has still to 
wane. He is as loved at his 
beloved Valley as ever he was 
during 22 years of selfless 
service. And forget the 
patronising nonsense that he 
was “the best uncapped 
goalkeeper in England”. After 
Frank Swift retired, Sam was 
the best bar none. Read all 
about him in Mike Blake’s 
enthusiastic prose and enjoy 
some of the most marvellous 
photos of football’s golden age.

Ageing rocker movie 


Born to 
be Bad 

WHAT a fickle bunch 
^f^mcinemagoersare. Jeff Bridges 

finally won an Oscar for Best 

Actor after five Academy Award 
nominations, and yet the following night 
the queues outside the cinema were for 
Alice in Wonderland and Johnny Depp. 
When the ‘Sold Out’ sign finally went up, 
the crowd - still huge - left for the pub 
leaving Bridges to play to a half empty 
auditorium. Well I hope they enjoyed 
their drinks... 

Crazy Heart is the vehicle that steered 
the actor to Oscars glory, the story of 57- 
year-old alcoholic country and western 
singer, Otis ‘Bad Blake’s spiralling 
decline. Career in ruins, the singer 
travels across America from one sleazy 
venue to the next, and after reaching his 
nadirat a smalltown gig, he agrees to be 
interviewed by an aspiring reporter, 

Jean Craddock (Maggy Gyllenhaall). 
Lifestyle and age difference 
notwithstanding, they begin a 
relationship, tenderand touching with 
both protagonists doing their best to, 
bridge the age gap. As with all Greek 
tragedies, the danger signs are there but 
Blake, moving from one alcoholic stupor 
to another, fails to notice. Their 
subsequent separation is the turning 
point for Bad - he goes into rehabilitation 
and comes out - rathertoo quickly, a 
changed man, inspired to start writing 
music again for his former protege, 
Tommy (Colin Farrell). But it is Bridges 
who elevates the film beyond its 
conventionalframe of reference, shining 
so brightly that even Gyllenhaall pales 
into insignificance beside him. It is an 
astonishing performance, career 
defining by any standards. He inhabits 
Bad Blake note perfect - from his 
nicotine-stained, chain smoking, guitar- 
plucking fingertips to his unshaven, 
sunken eyed, whisky-ridden complexion. 
And the actorwears his, albeit waning, 
celebrity status as naturally as his jeans, 
making the stage his own, and 
captivating his audience with a total lack 
of self awareness. Even the gruff vocals 
(his own voice) flow effortlessly, his 
gravelly tones radiating confidence. 
Bridges was born to be Bad.

Townsend-Smith Top lawyer encourages 


girl pupils to aim high 


GIRLS at St Ursula’s Convent 
School in Crooms Hill, Greenwich, 
were urged not to let anything 
stand in their way if they want to 
make their dreams come true. 

The advice came from someone who 
knows exactly what she is talking about 
- Baroness Scotland, the country’s first 
black Attorney General and the first 
woman to hold the post in 700 years. 

Baroness Scotland visited the school 
last Thursday (March 18), where about 
two-thirds of the pupils have an ethnic 
minorities background. 

She talked about her unique career 
and the Youth Network she has set up to 
take the mystery out of the justice 
system and inspire young people to 
achieve their potential. 

“I came to this country with my family 
from Dominica in the West Indies when 
I was three years old,” she said. “I was 
brought up in Walthamstow, which was 
very different then with just 12 black 
children in my school. I got a law degree 
at university, but I was told that it would 
be very difficult for me to succeed at the 
Bar because I was black, I was a woman, 
and I didn’t go to Oxford or Cambridge. 
However, I qualified as a barrister at 21, 


and at 35 1 became the first black woman 
to become a Queen’s Counsel (QC). But I 
really am the least likely person to have 
become Attorney General.” 

She encouraged the pupils to follow her 
example and aim high: “Each of you has 
an individual talent, so why settle for 90 
per cent when you can achieve 100 per 
cent. Reach out and don’t fail in your 
ambitions. Always go for it, and be true 
to yourself in using your talents.” 

Baroness Scotland added: “Your school 
has an amazing history and I was really 
pleased to see your Ofsted report, which 
classed it as outstanding.” 

Pupils asked Baroness Scotland for her 
advice on pursuing a career in law. She 
answered: “Get involved in debating, 
perhaps with a debating society. Pay 
visits to the courts; and join my Youth 
Network, because a lot of solicitors and 
barristers are involved with it.” 

Her visit was given the thumbs-up by 
members of the school council. Deborah, 
15, said: “She was really warm and 


welcoming, and very inspiring.” 

Ophelie, also 15, said: “I really enjoyed 
the insight into her early life and what 
her job is about now.” 

Matilda, 12, said: “I didn’t realise how 
much politics and the law affects our 
everyday lives.” And Megan, 15, said: “It 
was great to hear from a woman who is 
such an inspiration.” 

The Attorney General was joined on the 
visit by Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for Children’s 
Services. 

Headteacher Geraldine Scanlan paid 
tribute to her, saying: “She has done a lot 
of work in supporting our school, and we 
really do appreciate it.” 

Cllr Smith said that, just like the pupils, 
she was very impressed by Baroness 
Scotland. 

“She is so inspirational and positive and 
such a good example,” she said. “It was 
very good of her to make the time to visit 
our borough and give such motivational 
advice to the girls at St Ursula’s.”

Restaurants meet 
hygiene regulations 
with council support 


RESTAURANTS, cafes 
and catering firms can 
get help to ensure they 
meet food safety 
standards. 

Greenwich Council’s 
environmental health 
team is running a range 
of support services to 
help food businesses 
comply with food 
hygiene regulations. 

The support also 
includes advice and 
information on setting 
up food safety 
management systems 
and help preparing for 
food safety inspections. 

Throughout 2010 the 
council is running a 
regular programme of 
food safety seminars 
that business owners 
can attend, as well as 
one-to-one coaching 
sessions and pre 
inspection visits where 
environmental health 
officers check food 
hygiene standards. 

Business-owners who 
fail to meet hygiene 


safety standards can 
face written warnings, 
Improvement Notices 
requiring specified work 
to be carried out within 
a certain timescale, 
prosecution that can 
result in heavy fines or 
imprisonment and the 
temporary or permanent 
closure of their food 
business. 

Greenwich Council also 
runs its own Food 
Hygiene Award register 
which lists catering 
premises that have been 
inspected. 

The website register is 
updated weekly for the 
public to see and gives 
details of food 
businesses, the date of 
their last inspection and 
whether it passed or 
failed. 

Local eateries that are 
meeting food safety 
standards are 
highlighted and receive 
a certificate to display 
in their premises. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, 


the council’s cabinet 
member for 

neighbourhood services, 
said: “In recent months 
there have been a 
number of food 
businesses that have 
been heavily fined or 
shut down due to not 
implementing or 
maintaining legal 
requirements for food 
hygiene safety.” 

She added: “The 
council does not wish to 
see any business closed 
down or prosecuted and 
we are actively working 
with businesses and 
residents to ensure a 
thriving economy in the 
borough which is 
especially important in 
the current economic 
downturn.”
